Sofia, Bulgaria, Sept. 24.— War

Turkey stops massaeieing the Chris- 
tians. Dr. Chiiato Taiartcheff. presi- 
dent of the Macedonian organisations, 
has informed your coirespondent that 
the insurgentcommitteos attach no im- 
portance to the repor'eJ negotiations 
between Turkey and Bulgaria because 
similar proposals wore discussed in 


1897 
and later in 18'JU and in 1900. 


The porte. added Dr Tatartcheff, en- 
tered into the conference only in or- 
der to gam time to finish the extermi- 
nation of what it regards as the dan- 
gerous elements in Macedonia. 


While the sultan's government is 


discussing proposals for reform in 
Macedonia, the troops continue to 
massacre the Christians and to devas- 
tate the country-. Referring to the de- 
tails of the proposed arrangement, Dr. 
Tatartcheff said there was no guaran- 
tee, even if the commission were ap- 
pointed, that it would ever be more 
than ornamental. The present village 
commissions in Macedonia have Bui 
garian members, but they are always 
favorable to the Turks. The presi- 
dent of the Macedonian organizations 
concluded by declaring that the in-
